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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection ground(s) for the final action is 
maintained. (1) for claim 21, a portion (the bump 8-4 or 8-3) of the connecting terminals of Sakui clearly is arranged on the center area of 
the chip, and Vss (13a) in general, denoted as a ground potential is connected to the bump 8-3 and for the bump 8-4, chip enable signal 
(CE) is connected to the bump 8-4, therefore, it is inherent that power supply has to be APPLIED for a proper operation. (2) for claim 3 
and 20, first, claims recite either the first connecting terminals or the second connecting terminals IS coupled to a assembly board. 
Since "coupling" simply means "passing a signal from one stage to another", therefore, any one of connecting terminals has to be 
coupled to an assembly board in a final stage. Second, claims recite "ONE of the first connecting terminals AND the second connecting 
terminals are.. .to the assembly board" which implies a flip chip configuration which is taught by Komiyama with multiple chip 
arrangement. Third, claims clearly recite " the average... of the one of the first connecting terminal and the second connecting 
terminals..." This indicates that one of the connecting terminal has fewer bumps than the other. Furthermore, Applicant argues "it is 
impossible to have the connecting terminal layers with the five bumps connected to an assembly board." because of high amount of the 
bumps. Yet, Figure 24 of Applicant elected invention shows more than five bumps are faced (allegedly connected) to an assembly 
board. 
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
